ITALIANS REPULSED 

AUSTRIAN TROOPS 

Rome, May It.—The following official 
statement was Issued last night'. 

**In the region of Tonale and Adu- 
mello Infantry activity led to minor 
encounters favorable to us. Between 
Lake Garda and the Adige aflllltry ac¬ 
tions occurred, and aklrmlshes with 
enemy detachments, which were every¬ 
where driven back. On the left hank 
of the Adige an intense bombardment 
or our positions yesterday was follow¬ 
ed by a violent attack, which wus 
completely repulsed by our troops with 
serious losses to the enemy. 

"On the rest of the front as far as 
ths Astlcn valley there have been no 
events of Importance. 

“Between the Astico valley and the 
Sugana valley the enemy's attsck has 
continued st Intervals, supported b> 
numerous and powerful artillery. 

“There has been general activity of 
the enemy's artillery against our ad¬ 
vanced lines west of the Terra Asa- 
magglo, and Campelle valleys. In Car* 
nlola, and on the Isonso, particularly in 
the upper valley of the Buts and In the 
region of Mon falcon#.” 


London, May tl.^-WKh the war not 
(hr from completion of its second year, 
the neutral newspaper correspondents 
In London have become so accustomed 
to working under the handicaps of a 
censorship that there Is now oompara* 
lively little friction between the men 
who wouM send the news and those 
who would stop it. Although there are 
occasional stoppages that are past' 
understanding, correspondents gen¬ 
erally have learned the limitations 
under which they can diseeminsi* 
news from a belligerent country and 
at the same time tbe censors have I 
generally become more reasonable. 

In an Interview with Hlr Edward T. 
Cook, who, with Sir Frank A. Hwst- 
tenham, directs the press bureau, a 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
has been glv^n an exposition of the 
principles under which the handling of 
news, both for the foreign and British 
papers, is administered under war cun* 
diilonfe. 

Sir Edward is best known in journal¬ 
ism-as the former editor of the Daily 
News, and since his retirement from 
that position he has devoted himself 
to literary labors. He has edited Jojin 
Kuskln's works and was Ruskln’s bio¬ 
grapher, making many Important con¬ 
tributions to English literature, and 
since the war began be has published 
a life of Deiane, the famous editor of 
the Times. 

Want No Praia*.' 

Yn beginning his exposition. Fir Ed¬ 
ward told the correspondent thst the 
press bureau never censors articles or 
telegrams criticising the censorship, 
t e urged the correspondent not to 
speak "too much good" of the censor¬ 
ship. 

"I don't suppoes you sre likely to do 
so,” he said, "but It would really be a 
terrible blow. If you did. The enter¬ 
prising newspaper or news agency and 
an efficient censorship are natural 
enemies, and tf the day should ever 
come when the newspapers, British 
and neutral, conspired to praise the 
press bureau, it would be a catastrophe 
for one or other of us; it would mean 
either that ths Journalists had lost 
their 'go' or that our censors here had 
been neglecting their duty." 

Fir Edward declared that the osly 
“bouquet” thus far laid at the feet of 
the censors came unintentionally from 
(’aunt von Bernstorff. Germany's am- 
ULaador tq the United States, when 
the ambassador "described the British 
bureau as one which "in Its efficiency 
and Imaginative powers has never had 
Us equal In the history of the world." 

"That." declared Sir F.dward, “Is 
probably higher praise than we de¬ 
serve. but Lthink It Is pretty good evl- 
H5 m that we lisve iwvmtNl wme 
things which .the enemy would have 
liked and done other things which he 
tin* disliked. That Is a real com pi* 
ment, for the press bftreau is a war de¬ 
partment." 

> Acts of Grace. 

Mftr Edward pointed to the British 
government's notification ui**n the out¬ 
break of the war that the telegraphic 
and radio services throughout the em¬ 
pire would he suspended, and he em 
phastsed'the phrase contained In this 
notification that under certain eondl- 
♦iona the government would permit tire 
transmission of some messages "as an 
act of grace." 

"I sometimes wonder,” he went on. 
"whether It *!s realized that Instead of 
regarding every Instance of a stopped 
able as an act of wrong, you ought, 
by the letter of the law. to recognise 
every passed cable as 'an act of grace.' 

. , . Ths number of messages which 
vre atop, delay or otherwise deal with 
'* negligible compared with those we 
rasa right away. 

"In quoting the government's notifi¬ 
cation V waa dealing only with rights, 
fn Interpreting the notification In prac¬ 
tice we do not, I assure you, say. when 
• message !• put up to us: 'Here Is 
an American massage; some, let us kill 
H; we have the right.’ What we actu¬ 
ally say to ourselves, ia: 'Let ua see 
if this cannot be passed as It stands.' 
And If it cannot: ‘Let us see how little 
need be taken out'” 

Rlr Edward explained that the cen¬ 
sorship Is governed by the Defence of 
‘he Realm Act, by the regulations made 
under ft by order In council, and by Iri^ 

*t root tons. explanatory In detail, which 
are Issued from time to time by the 
press bureau and by various depart,, 
mentf of state. 

Two Objects. 

The object of the censorship, which 
the British government Imposes, said 
Kir Edward. Is two-fold: First, to pre¬ 
vent the British press And the cables 
over w^ich Great Britain has control 
from being us- d to disseminate military 
xnd naval Inform atio n likely to dam¬ 
age the cause of the entente powers or 
to be uf use to the central powers; aad. 

| second, to prevent -the British press 
and rabies from giving other assistance 
to tho enemy. 

"We have had to turn down a irood 
many stories for naval and military 
reasons," he said, "and there has been 
nr.uoh criticism of the government, and 
•>f the bureau, which Is Its agent, for 
♦h« restrictions Imposed In the matter 
•»f raids. But surely |t Is i%t desirable 
to present the enemy with Information 
ns to his route, as to the exact places 
where he hit and where he missed and 
so forth." 

Sir Edward recalled one American 
story which a censor refused. 

"The writer,” ha said. "had. In heed 
issues*, given Information which. If 
It reached tha enemy, might have en- 
da lgered many * lives." 

"What about your second category?" 
the correspondent asked. "What sort 
of things do you censor oh the ground 
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that, otherwise than by disclosing mili¬ 
tary Information, they give assistance 
to your enemy?" 

— Forbidden. 

"We sre engaged In a life and death 
struggle with a very powerful and a 
very resourceful foe." answered Sir 
Edward "Imagine the following case, 
which we will call hypothetical; sup¬ 
pose you found that your cables were 
being used to send reports which, when 
not absolutely untrue, were Intended 
to magnify German victories; to 
preach the doctrine of German all- 
powtrfulness; to depreciate this coun¬ 
try and her allies, and to do everything 
possible to Influence Germans through¬ 
out tha worJd and neutrals wherever 
they may be found, to sympathise *lth 
Germany and her allies, to push .her 
propaganda, advance bar causa vilify i 
Britain and our allies, and to stir up | 
hatred against us In every corner of 
the globe where It seemed possible to 
embarrass us Suppose you found this 
to be going In. What would you do?" 

Sir Edward referred to "the very 
la rge measures of freedom" extended 
to American and other correspondents, 
and asked: 

German Censorship. 

"Why is your American enterprlss. 
which Is apt to carry everything before 
It, unable to tell us more of what goes 
on In Germany? Many of the Amer-.j 
Iran news pa pers and news agencies! 
have very enterprising correspondents! 
in Berlin. Why, I wonder, do they t*H- 
us so little about what goes on In the 
Reichstag and generally about political 
discussions?" 

"Do not forget." Slr^Eifwsrd conclud¬ 
ed, "that while on one side this office 
Is destructive, on the other It is the 
| means of supplying to the press of 
Ithls country and to neutral agencies 
and correspondents a irreat deal of In¬ 
formation which has not only a public 
Interest but a commercial value. I 
think It ran be said that every naval 
and military event of Importance which 
has been reported In the Jast 90 months 
has gone to the press through this of¬ 
fice. and though In criticising us It 
may be convenient to forget th»A,jfact. 
It still remains a fact. The Only creOtt- 
1 we claim Is that we Issue all news with 
strict Impartiality and without delay, 
and we Ihfnk It' Is doubtful whether 
the press would receive It so regularly 
or so quickly If there were no press 
bureau.”

The burning of the arsenal was coin¬ 
cident with the sinking of tbe Nor¬ 
wegian steumehip Terje JYIken. The 
vessel had on board S8.000 tons of 
wheat from America. Her sinking In 
Cases* Bay, 16 miles west of Lisbon, 
was the first Indication of German 
submarine activity along the Portu¬ 
guese coast. Advices lias been received 
previously from London that a Oer- 
man submarine attack against the 
Portuguese coast might be attempted, 
and Capt. Leoton do Rego. commander 
of tho Portuguese naval dlvtaion 
anchored la the Tagus, recently learn¬ 
ed of the presence of two German sub¬ 
marines which are supposed to have 
scattered mines In tho neighborhood 
of the bar.

Section of Water* ont to Be 
Cleaned Up; / Long 
Controv* sy 


The city council last evening deter¬ 
mined to clean up that aectlon of the 
wrterfront between the city garbage 
wharf and the coal bunkers of a num¬ 
ber of fuel dealers. The decision of the 
council to take the matter up from a 
sanitary stand point, comes as the^cul- 
it’ nation to correspondence and confer¬ 
ence with various public bodies claim¬ 
ing Jurisdiction over the harbor. Like 1 
sll public bodies, and particularly in 
the conflicting relations of the provin¬ 
cial and federal governments concern¬ 
ing fishing, the condUUme complained 
of have existed while the authorities 
disputed over Questions uf law and 
practice. 

It is claimed that quantities of cod 
and craha brought Into the city are 
kept in the fish crates In the boat¬ 
houses of this district until they are 
disposed of and the conditions which 
exist there ifo ^s s frft ject of 

complaint. Tfiesc * crate* ^ are really 
cavities In the flooring of the boat- 
houses where the fish are, placed on 
arrival. 

The remedy, according to the etty 
sanitary Inspector, should he a mu¬ 
nicipal ordinance to place a floating 
platform on the site alter the boat¬ 
houses are removed from the scene, a 
course promised by tha hafbor master. 
That slip should have gart»age cans 
attached to It Into which all refuse 
from the fish as cleaned can be placed, 
with periodical collections by the de¬ 
partments. So sleeping quartern 
should be allowed to be associated 
with the platform. Then, If It 1* ns- 
cessary to keep the surplus fish alive, 
the crates should be In sea watet away 
from the city, through which the salt 
water would flow freely, and Where 
no pollution would t>« possible. 

A prominent ' fishmonger told the' 
Time* to.day that they wished to see 
*he place cleaned out absolutely, and a 
system on the line* indicated in the 
aliove paragraph followed.
